It is hinted now, upon reasonably good 
authority, that the bill placing quinine 
upon the free list, which has just become 
it law, is not as perfect as it might be. In 
fact, itis whispered that the Dill in its 
present shape will play most effectually 
into the hands of the monopolists; and 
when. we consider the power and infiu- 
ence of the quinine professors and retlect 
upon the low market price of republican 
virtue, the lack of any combined or 
formal opposition to the bill isa most 
suspicious fact. The secret of this 
absence of opposition seems to be that 
while the bill removes the duty of 20 per 
cent. upon the salts and sulphate of qui- 
nine—that is to say, upon guinia—there 
is stall a duty of 90 per cent upon guin- 
idia, ecinchonidia and other less valu- 
able and more readily extracted alka- 
loids. It is now the purpose of the 
monopolists, it is claimed, to cease the 
manufacture of the salts and sulphate of 


retail draggists to repel the }harge in 
their own way, or to confieff it by their 
silence. | | 
There seems to be noj sort of doub 
that the manufacturers will employ all 
their resourcensto render the bill that 
has just passed inoperative and ineffect- 
ual,and in thi they may temporarily 
succeed ; but we assure them in advance 
that all their arts and artifices will never 
be quite equal to restoring the 20 per 
cent tax or even to retaining the duty 
of 40 per cent upon the_alkaloids.

It is very plain that 
this country is the one _ that 
should do all this—not so much 
perhaps on account of the Monroe 
doctrine, as to give the company 
that is to construct the c@Ml greater 
credit, strength and public confidence. 
f M. de Lesseps is wise-—and he is sup- 
posed to be well supplied in that respect— 
he will go to work under an American 
charter; for in that way he can lay at 
rest all troublesome political questfons, 
gain the active co-operation of the coun- 
try that must furnish at least five- 
sixths of the trade of the canal, and pac- 
ify the Rhode Island senator. An Ameri- 
can charter would not involve us in any 
of the responsibilities that pertain to a 
protectorate, while it would justify us in 
interfering to prevent damage to the 
canal from the spasmodic wacriors along 
its banks, Either this or else a treaty 
understanding among the nations who 
are to furnish the territory and the 
money, would seem to be the 
true course to pursue, both for all-the 
countriesconcerned, and the company that 
needs all the help and comfort it can 
muster. It is plain that this country 
should not pnt in the way of the con- 
struction of the canal any unnecessary 
obstacles. Wedo not propose to build 
it; we do not propose to assume any lia- 
bility on account of it, and yet we will 
reap‘from its construction greater advan- 
tages than ahy other people possibly ean.
